The snow and 
sleet accumulated to a depth of 
about an inch and a half but the

o f , Friday and Friday night, it 
had climbed to 35 degrees by 
8:30 o'clock this morning at The 
Gettysburg Times weather sta­ 
tion. 
TELLS STORY 
OF HOSPITALS 
HERE IN 1863 


“The Care of the Wounded After 
the Battle of Gettysburg” was the 
subject of a talk Friday after 
noon by Jacob M. Sheads, history 
teacher at Gettysburg High School, 
to the Gettysburg chapter of the 
Daughters of American Revolu­ 
tion at its meeting in the home 
of Mrs. John A. Hauser, Bigler 
Ville. 
Gettysburg at the time of the 
battle was 
a 
community 
with 
about 2.400 population, while more 
than 27.000 men of the Union and 
Confederate armies were wounded 
during the battle. “ If ever a com­ 
munity needed a hospital des­ 
perately. 
it 
was 
Gettysburg,’ 
Sheads observed. 
Because of the shifting scenes 
of battle some of the wounded 
could not be removed from the 
field until the night of July 3 and 
some were not reached until the 
morning of July 4. he said. “The 
suffering of many of the wounded 
under a broiling July sun was in 
tense. Without water, some died 
of thirst.

“The Union army established 
corps 
hospitals 
along 
Hospital 
Rd. between the Baltimore pike 
and the Taneytown Rd. 
“ The first temporary hospital 
here was established by Buford’s 
Cavalry 
in 
the 
Presbyterian 
Church. The Gettysburg structure 
used longest as a hospital was 
‘Old Dorm’ at the Lutheran Theo­ 
logical Seminary. When the Con­ 
federates retreated more than 400 
Confederate and 200 Union sol­ 
diers were found in Old Dorm and 
in tents on the campus of the 
seminary. 
Surgeons, 
nurses, 
agents of the Sanitary and Chris­ 
tian Commissions, Sisters of Char­ 
ity from Emmitsburg. Patriotic 
Daughters of Lancaster and citi­ 
zens of Gettysburg treated the 
wounded at Old Dorm for eight 
weeks after the battle. Among the

Legally, the national debt can­ 
not exceed the debt ceiling. Thus, 
to restrain a growing deficit.

However, when 
the government expectcs a further 
deficit in the next year the debt 
is apt to nudge the ceiling, forcing 
the need for a higher one.

Abolish Boulevard Project: A 20- 
year-old movement to construct 
a Lincoln Memorial Boulevard 
from the Lincoln Memorial

Washington. D C., to the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield is headed for 
the scrap heap. 
A bill was introduced in he 
U.S. Senate last week "to abolish 
the United States Commission 
for the construction of a Wash- 
ington-Lincoln Memorial Gettys­ 
burg Boulevard.” It was forward­ 
ed to the Committee on Rules and 
Administration. 
The movement was inaugurated 
when the late Franklin D Roose­ 
velt was elected president and 
took office in 1933. A federal com­ 
mission was appointed which in­ 
cluded the late Congressman Har. 
ry L. Haines of the Adams-York- 
Franklin counties' district and the 
late U.S. Senator Joseph F. Guf. 
fey. 
After considerable haggling and 
many protests from Maryland 
the commission finally made pub­ 
lic the result of surveys with five 
suggested routes.

WASHINGTON <AP) - Some 
key- Democrats in Congress be­ 
lieve President Kennedy’s legis­ 
lative program would have fared 
better in the past two years if 
some of his liaison men had op­ 
erated more adroitly. 
These Democrats are looking 
for more discreet teamwork in the 
88th Congress, and point to one 
smashing party victory already- 
achieved to demonstrate the value 
of a more deft operation. 
In every administration its the 
job of liaison men from the White 
House and the executive agencies 
to try to get the Senate and House 
to pass bills recommended by the 
President. 
LACKED POLISH 
.As for the outcome in the 87th 
Congress, which ended last fall, 
some party leaders are convinced 
the performance of the Kennedy 
liaison team was far from pol­ 
ished. 
They think the situation may be 
improving. 
For 
example, 
the 
White House team was unobtru­ 
sive as the House Democratic 
leadership won enlargement of 
the key House Rules Committee 
on the opening day of the 88th 
Congress. The victory margin was 
much bigger than it was on the 
same issue twx> years earlier. 
There were no White House 
troubleshooters 
in evidence at 
the Capitol when this year's vote 
was taken. Any string-pulling was 
done backstage, discreetly. 
While refraining from public 
criticism of the White House 
some Democratic congressional 
leaders in 1961-62 privately re­ 
sented what they felt w-as too 
much intervention in legislative 
aft a irs by executive department 
experts. 
ILL FEELING 
The ill feeling that had been 
brewing boiled over last June 21 
when the House leadership with 
some misgivings, brought to a 
vote a new farm bill backed by 
the administration. 
When the day ended the hill 
had been killed by a vote of 215 
to 205. The defeat w-as not en­ 
gineered by the usual coalition of 
Republicans and Southern Demo­ 
crats. About 15 of the 48 Demo­ 
crats who kicked over the traces 
normally support the administra­ 
tion. 
While the farm bill was under 
consideration in the House, the 
corridors outside the chamber 
.were crowded at times with ex­ 
ecutive 
branch 
representatives. 
Among them were Secretary of 
Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
and Lawrence F. O’Brien, special 
assistant to the President. O’Bri­ 
en, Kennedy’s No. I congression­ 
al troubleshooter, used a nearby 
House reception room as tempo­ 
rary headquarters. 
LESS DIPLOMATIC 
While O’Brien is credited by 
most Democrats with finesse and 
distinction, some of the others who 
engaged in the faro bill jockey­ 
ing were reported to have been 
less diplomatic. 
Members complained of being 
called off the House floor and be­ 
ing told, either directly or indi­ 
rectly, 
how they should vote. 
After the farm bill upset, th 
President fared somewhat better, 
a fact attributd by some leaders 
to a White House decision to let 
the congressional pros call the 
shots without backseat driving by 
the executive departments. 
As a result, Congress pushed 
along some major recommenda­ 
tions of the President, including 
some which had not appeared to 
have much chaule. There were 
cocmpromises here and there, us­ 
ually with administration approv­ 
al, but always engineered by the 
congressional leaders.

few men ever know, of serving his fellowman in many ways, in many places for nearly a 
century. When asked to give an incident of a power of faith in his life, he said, ''Faith is 
a process rather than an event. It is diffused over a large surface rather than constricted 
at one point." He has lived that faith. Uke John Wesley, Methodist Bishop Welch has made 
the world his parish. He first served in churches in New York and Connecticut. He then 
became President of Ohio Wesleyan University in 1905 and for eleven years guided the 
spiritual and scholastic lives of the students of that school. As bishop, he spent many years 
in the Orient, Serving in Korea, then Japan and China. 
He retired three times. First In 1936, but he was called back to fill the vacancy of bishop 
of the Boston area. In 1939 he retired the second time, but in 1940 he returned to an active 
life for eight years to serve as chairman of the Methodist Committee for Overseas Relief, 
In 1948 he retired for the third time, but a man who has given God's faith through himself 
to so many for so long is not apt to stop giving.

Mayor Ivan Allen Jr. said the 
city would not contest Whitman’* 
ruling. 
“Tile difficulties which brought 
about the necessity for the aban­ 
donment of the portions of Peyton 
and Harlan roads have served to 
focus the attention (rf the people 
of this great city to the many 
problems of finding ample living 
space for a large Negro popula­ 
tion.” he added. 
The barricades were erected 
under an ordinance passed by the 
Aldermanic Board Dec. 17. 
White homeowners had urged 
their construction to discourage 
the movement of Negroes into a 
white neighborhood.

The Story

WHERE'S ANNIE? 
By Eileen Bassing 
Judging from the unusually ex 
cited reaction of advance read­ 
ers, including the four members 
of the Book-of-the-Month Club's 
Editorial 
Board. 
"W here's 
An 
nie?" 
by a 
virtually 
unknown 
American writer named Eileen 
Bassing, is sure to be among the 
most widely discussed novels of 
1963 
It is the Club Section for 
April. 
As Clifton Fadiman has noted. 
"Where's Annie?" deals with "un­ 
avoidably sensational themes, but 
Eileen Bassing is not a sensation­ 
al writer, any more than is Kath­ 
erine Anne Porter.” 
The locale of "Where s Annie?" 
is a Mexican lake village not far 
from Guadalajara. Here live Mex­ 
icans young and old. of course. 
as they have for generations. But 
here too is gathered a strange 
group of American exiles, refu­ 
gees, expatriates. Most of them 
are young, and unsavory in one 
way or another. Yet all are fas­ 
cinating — sometimes with the 
fascinating glitter of evil. 
CENTRAL 
CHARACTER 
The central character in tile 
novel, 
an 
American 
woman 
named Victoria, knows these foot­ 
loose people, if from a distance 
at first. Certain ones she knows 
to be artists, musicians and writ­ 
ers, competent or otherwise. Oth­ 
ers are mere loafers, drifters, 
draft dodgers, ex-criminals. Many 
are alcoholics <alcohol is cheap' 
or drug addicts (marijuana, opi­ 
um. cocaine, heroin are relative­ 
ly easy to come by). "They have 
run here from something," Vic­ 
toria concludes, "out of one real­ 
ity into another, out of the burn­ 
ing building which was life in 
America, to this displaced per­ 
sons’ utopia.” 
Victoria herself Is a displaced 
person, but of a different type. 
She has ambition and discipline 
Several times m arried, now mid­ 
dle-aged, she was once a success­ 
ful writer. She has become ab­ 
rupt. rude, irascicble, even shrew­ 
ish, yet she remains self-respect­ 
ing and implacably self-critical 
Almost against her will, Victo­ 
ria is drawn to these people. She 
shields an elderly retired Ameri­ 
can naval officer from the shock 
of his frivolous young wife An­ 
nie's infidelity. She nurses back 
to health a gifted young man in­ 
capable of returning a woman’s 


love or of feeling true gratitude. 
Her reluctant friendship extends 
even to a degraded intellectual 
whose passion for drugs leads 
ultimately to murder, and to his 
crony, a young ex-Marine whose 
feverish career is already marked 
with violence and degeneracy. 
OTHER CHARACTERS 
These, and a brilliant array of 
other characters yet. are boldly 
portrayed by Eileen Bassing She 
writes with sympathy and insight 
— and without sentimentality or 
facile sensationalism. "What saves 
this novel from being merely an­ 
other sensational portrait of way­ 
out*. deadbeats and moral degen­ 
erates,” Mr. Fadiman reports, "is 
the depth of Eileen Bassing's com­ 
prehension. She cannot like most 
of her characters, she cannot ex 
cuse them, but she cannot hate 
then either: nor can we. though 
we may draw away from them 
and pity them. 
"There are touches of sardonic 
humor, wonderful half-mad con 
\creations, beat dialogue used not 
for display but for purposes of 
art, 
compassionate 
sketches of 
the lives of the Mexican poor. 
A 
rich 
book, 
not 
intended 
to 
soothe, bitter at times, yet never 
without an undercurrent of true 
Christian charity.” 
Eileen Bassing was born in Bos­ 
ton and has spent much of her 
life in California. In 1950 she and 
her husband, 
Robert, a screen 
writer, and her two sons by a 
previous m arriage went to live 
in Mexico. In a small village sim­ 
ilar to that described in "Where’s 
Annie?" they built a house and 
prepared to put down roots and 
stay. There Mrs. Bassing wrote 
her first novel. "Home Before 
Dark." which appeared in 1957. 
• She had oreviously written four 
children’s books.) But eventually 
she fell ill—"with every disease 
in the book and some unlisted 
ones"—so the family packed up 
and returned to California. 
Mrs. Bassing’s novel, with its 
mordant descriptions, its irony, 
its pattern of dram atic scenes, 
its persistence in forcing its way 
into dark caverns of the mind 
and heart, may remind readers 
of another widely praised recent 
Book-of-the-Month 
— 
Katherine 
Anne Porter's "Ship of Fools."
